Influence of One Woman** Club. 

Tlie Chautauqua County Political 
Equality club was organized four years 
ago, with eleven local auxiliary clubs: 
it now has twenty-four auxiliaries with 
a membership of 1.400, consisting of 
both men and women, with Mrs. E. M. 
Babcock, wife of Superintendent J. W. 
Babcock, of the Dunkirk public schools, 
as president. The aim of this club is to 
secure to women an equal recognition 
with men in every^Jepartmeut of life, 
principally political life, l>elieving that 
the best government can be attained 
only when both men and women exert 
an equal influence in making and ex¬ 
ecuting its laws. 

The women composing the club have 
made a thorough study of our national 
government and are well acquainted 
with its present ami past. They have 
penetrated into the greenroom, and be¬ 
lieve that wheu woman sits and passive 
ly views what goes on iq>on the stage, 
knowing that it is but the tawdry gild¬ 
ing of much that is false and destructive 
to mankind, she is derelict in her high¬ 
est dnty. Through its legislators, last 
winter this dub got the bill passed 
which allows women to vote for school 
commissioners. Women now vote cu 
all school matters throughout the state.
